Rountree, 
veteran member of tin* 
house 
from 
Brazos county, died 
very 
suddenly 
Wednesday afternoon at 5:50 o’clock 
just as he l»ad concluded 
a 
brief 
speech on a question of personal priv­ 
ilege. 
As he took his seat after m ak­ 
ing his speech, he fell from his chair 
to the floor and expired within a few’ 
minutes. 
His death was ascribed to 
an apparent rupture in the brain. He 
was in a humorous mood Just a few 
minutes before he was stricken. 
Rountree , who was 54 years of age, 
had been a memlier of the legislature 
for several terms. 
He was former 
president of the National 
Editorial 
Association. 
Rountree w’as one of the beet known 
and oldest newspaper men in Texas. 
He edited the Georgetown Commercial 
for nmny years. 
Some years ago he sold his George­ 
town interests and went to Sulphur 
springs where he became Interested 
in the Sulphur Springs Gazette. 
La 
ter he bought the controlling interoA 
in the Bryan Eagle and removed to 
that city, 
lb* was still editor of tin* 
Eagle at the time of his death. 
A deep student of bis state, Roun­ 
tree was one of the leading spirits 
in the promotion of the conservation 
measures which have ben considered. 
It was in order to further these plans 
for the betterm ent of Texas th at he 
sought a place in the legislature and 
la* has ben one of the most 
active 
members of th at body. 
Rountree had l>een mentioned for 
lieutenant governor of Texaf and it 
was lsdleved prior to ills death 
he 
would m ake the race for th at office in 
1024. 
Rountree had Ju*t been presented 
with a bouquet of flowers on behalf 
of members of Hood s Brigade, a Con­ 
federate Veterans’ Association. While 
he was talking about the flowers they 
were quietly taken from ids desk by 
Representative George Purl and taken 
to the speuker'a desk. 
Rountree soon 
mlssiKl the flow’ers and usked Purl to 
assist him in finding the person who 
had taken the flowers. 
All this was 
lu u jocular vein which was being en. 
Joyed by members of the house. 
Rountree was the author of the bill 
j making an appropriation of $000,000 
’ for flood control In Texas aud a bill 
had lsH»n Introduced to repeal the ap- 
■ propria tion. 
TUI* seems to have wor 
rled Rountree, although this was not 
apparent. 
W hen Rountree was 
stricken 
the 
legislature Immediately adjourned un­ 
til Thursday. 


W ith the l>eginning of this week 
less 
cotton was planted in Comanche 
county than there has ever been 
a t 
this time of the year since Comanche 
became a farm ing county, according 
to the statem ents of farm ers generally 
who have been seen in Comanche with­ 
in the last few days. 
This does not mean, however, th at 
there is not the prospect for a com par­ 
atively large cotton acreage in the 
county, th«*y say, as practically all the 
farm ers in this section are counting 
on putting more of their land in cot­ 
ton this year than for the last sev­ 
eral years. 
Some of the farm s 
in 
Comanche 
county could not be gotten into the 
first of the week but the farm ing m ust 
wait for them to dry a little longer 
after the recent rains. 
In 
other 
fields 
however, the planting began 
in earnest last Monday. 
R. L. Lane, 
stated Saturday that he knew of only 
one crop of cotton th at hud been plant­ 
ed, but knew of quite a number w’Uo 
would begin planting with the first 
of tlds week. 
Mr. Lane did not believe the late 
planting, which has been due to the 
rains aud backward spring, would be a 
disadvantage.
